ALSO, IF A CEASE-FIRE IS AGREED, THE RWANDANS WILL NEED 
TROOPS IN PLACE TO ENSURE THE CEASE-FIRE'S 
IMPLEMENTATION. THE OAU IS TRYING TO STAGE TALKS 
BETWEEN THE PARTIES. BBG DOES NOT BELIEVE THERE WILL BE 
A MASSACRE OF UN TROOPS, ALTHOUGH THE RISKS TO THE 
FORCES MAY INCREASE IF THE AIRPORT IS CLOSED. BBG WOULD 
LIKE TO GIVE THE OPERATION IN RWANDA ONE LAST TRY. IT 
WOULD BE AN EASY THING FOR HIM TO DECIDE TO PULL OUT, 

BUT HE WOULD THEN HAVE TO TAKE THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
FIFTY THOUSAND ADDITIONAL DEATHS IN RWANDA. 

3. AMBASSADOR ALBRIGHT REMARKED THAT THE USG IS 
CONCERNED FOR THE SAFETY OF THE UN TROOPS. SHE 
ACKNOWLEDGED BBG'S DILEMMA, AND PROMISED TO REPORT HIS 
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REMARKS TO WASHINGTON.
